WANT MORE MONEY. 


n Assembly’s Representatives

MALOLOS IS THE OBJECTIVE POINT. 


PRESSING FORWARD. 


Filipino Prisoners Say Aguinaldo De= ` 


clares He Will Surrender If His 
Capital is Vaken—Littlhe News 
of Tuesday’s Operations. 


Manila, March 29.—The engineers are re- 
pairing bridges, the rebels having failed 
to destroy the iron work, and the railroad 
is kept busy hurrying supplies to the front. 
The country to Malolos is level, with oc- 
casional streams and patches of wood, but 
there are no more jungles. The American 
troops wid advance at once, taking four 


days’ rations with them and having 200- 


rounds of ammunition in their belts. They 
expect to take Bocave, on the railroad to 
the east of Bulacan, to-day. It is a dif- 
ficult position, protected by streams. 

The American line is. about 1,200 yards 
from that of the rebels. Desultory shots 
were exchanged Tuesday.

According to the prisoners, Aguinaldo’s 
generals, Garcia, Tofreo and Pacheco, were 
with the Filipino army Monday and drove 
their followers’ into the first aggressive 
demonstration. The rebels attempted to 
charge across the plain east of the rail- 
road, but the Americans charged to meet 
them and the Filipinos bolted after a few 
shots, leaving several men killed on the 
field. The Filipino prisoners further de- 
clare that the rebels have lost all taste 
for fighting and that their officers have to 
keep them in.line by beating them with 
swords.

cans found 30 newly-made graves of Fili- 
pinos and a dozen bodies were seen drift- 
ing down the river with grewsome wounds.

One of the most brilliant and costly 
achievements of the campaign was the 
charge of Maj. Howard’s batalion across 
the river. Moving at the double-quick, they 
found the river beneath them and splashed 
across with a yell, swimming and wading, 
with bullets spattering in the water, and 
rushed upon the rebel trenches. Ten men 
were killed and 11 wounded in the charge. 

At the capture of Marilao there were 
several incidents showing the bravery of 
our troops. Some Filipinos were intrenched 
on an island in a bend of the river. The 
Americans approached in a triangular for- 
mation, with the Third artillery in the apex 
and the Kansas and Pennsylvania regi- 
ments forming the sides. Col. Funston 
called for volunteers to swim the river. 
Two men crossed under fire and secured 
materials with which a crossing was event- 
ually effected. 

Maj. Bell, of Gen. MacArthur’s staff, with 
company I, of the Pennsylvania regiment, 
and Lieut.

NEARLY READY TO QUIT. 


Prisoners Declare That Aguinaldo 
Will Make Last Stand at Malolos. 


Manila, March 29.—Gen. MacArthur and 
his army are resting on the plain beyond 
Marilao, after three days’ scrambling in 
the. brush, fording rivers and charging 
trenches in the blazing sun. The men are 
tired, but are in splendid spirits. 3 

Filipino prisoners tagen Monday, accord- 
ing to the Journal dispatches, have .in- 
formed the Americans that Aguinaldo 
would make a last grand stand at Malolos, 
and if he was defeated he would make no 
further resistance, but quit the revolt. 


Americans Suffer from Heat. 
Manila, March 29.—The heat was intense. 


Being 90 degrees on the coast and fully 100 į 


degrees in the interior, it made the Amer- 
icans suffer a great deal. In spite of the 
heat, however, every man was eager to 
proceed towards the enemy. 

A detachment of 96 Filipino prisoners was 
escorted into Manila Tuesday. Their ap- 
pearance aroused great interest as they 
were marched from the railroad depot to 
the prison. 

The rebels have unloaded about 500 men 
from a train, half a mile in front of Gen. 
MacArthur’s forces, with the object of re- 
enforcing the Filipino garrisons at Bulacan 
and Guiguinto, on either side of the railroad 
leading to Malolos. 

The fact that the railroad is in operation 
from here to our front facilitates the trans- 
portation of supplies to the troops. Before 
the break in the road was repaired the 
transportation of supplies was very uncer- 
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All is quiet in front of the lines of Gens. 
Ovenshine and Hall.

While the dispatch is silent as 
to the cause of the capture, it is surmised 
that it was due to her carrying a contra- 
band of war. This is apparently borne out 
by the fact that the gulf leads to the ter- 
minus of the railway, which, in turn, leads 
to the insurgent capital of Malolos. It is 
further borne out by the fact of the capture 
itself, which would hardly be attempted 
against a neutral merchant ship unless for 
serious reasons. Spain is now practically 
in the position of a neutral, so that her mer- 
chant ships have immunity from capture 
unless there is good foundation for belief 
that aid and comfort is being given to the 
enemy.

DEATH SHIP ARRIVES. 


Transport Crook, with Bodies of €71 
Soldier Dead from Cuba and Porto 
Rico Reaches New York. 


New York, March 29.—The United 
States transport Crook arrived here 


Tuesday night, having on board the 


bodies of the soldiers who died during 
the campaign in Porto Rico and the 
bodies of 671 of the soldier dead from 
Santiago. She will remain in the bay 
all night. According to the quarter- 
master’s department the Crook will 
weigh anchor this morning and go at 
once to the army pier at the foot of 
Pacific street, Brooklyn, where she wil) 
arrive at ten a.m. The work of taking 
the bodies off will be begun at once. 
The army officials are of the opinion 
that the last body will not be lifted from 
the boat until Friday. Great care will 
be taken that there shall be no mixing 
of the caskets, thus making the identity 
of the deceased doubtful. Each body 
was positively identified by sealing the 
metallic caskets at the cemetery and 
the department is sure that there will 
be no cases of mistaken identity. As 
each body is checked off it will be 
turned over to the express company for 
Shipment, if not going to Arlington. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad company 
has promised the war department ta 
send to the government pier this morn- 
ing a float containing five cars, and as 
the bodies going to Arlington are laid on 
the pier they will be carried to the cars. 
Col. Kimball said that about half of the 
bodies would be buried in Arlington 
cemetery. Bodies that are claimed by 
the relatives will be expressed to des- 
tinations at the expense of the war de- 
partment.

| Prisoners in the hands of the Ameri- | 
cans say Aguinaldo has declared that if the 


Americans can take the Filipino capital he 
will surrender. 

According to the prisoners, Aguinaldo’s 
generals, Garcia, Tofreo and Pacheco, were 
with the Filipino army Monday and drove 
their followers’ into the first aggressive 
demonstration. The rebels attempted to 
charge across the plain east of the rail- 
road, but the Americans charged to meet 
them and the Filipinos bolted after a few 
shots, leaving several men killed on the 
field. The Filipino prisoners further de- 
clare that the rebels have lost all taste 
for fighting and that their officers have to 
keep them in.line by beating them with 
swords. 

In the churchyard of Marilao the Ameri- 
cans found 30 newly-made graves of Fili- 
pinos and a dozen bodies were seen drift- 
ing down the river with grewsome wounds. 

The prisoners are digging their former 
comrades’ graves, - 

Many huts are smoking ruins, having 
been burned by their inhabitants.. The 
Americans are not burning any buildings. 

Our troops captured four Spaniards who 
were fighting with the insurgents. 

Gen. MacArthur was under a heavy fire 
Monday. 

Display of Yankee Pluck. 

One of the most brilliant and costly 
achievements of the campaign was the 
charge of Maj. Howard’s bautalion across 
the river. Moving at the double-quick, they 
found the river beneath them and splashed 
across with a yell, swimming and wading, 
with bullets spattering in the water, and 
rushed upon the rebel trenches. Ten men 
were killed and 11 wounded in the charge. 

At the capture of Marilao there were 
several incidents showing the bravery of 
our troops. Some Filipinos were intrenched 
on an island in a bend of the river. The 
Americans approached in a triangular for- 
mation, with the Third artillery in the apex 
and the Kansas and Pennsylvania regi- 
ments forming the sides. Col. Funston 
called for volunteers to swim the river. 
Two men crossed under fire and secured 
materials with wnich a crossing was event- 
ually effected. 

Maj. Bell, of Gen. MacArthur’s staff, with 
company I, of the Pennsylvania regiment, 
and Lieut. Abernathy and ten men engaged 
in similar exploits. 

After the Filipinos had raised the white 
flag many of them attempted to run, and 
several were shot for so doing. 


NEARLY READY TO QUIT. 


Prisoners Declare That Aguinaldo 
Will Make Last Stand at Malolos. 


Manila, March 29.—Gen. MacArthur and 
his army are resting on the plain beyond 
Marilao, after three days’ scrambling in 
the. brush, fording rivers and charging 
trenches in the blazing sun. The men are 
tired, but are in splendid spirits. 3 

Filipino prisoners tagen Monday, accord- 
ing to the Journal dispatches, have .in- 
formed the Americans that Aguinaldo 
would make a last grand stand at Malolos, 
and if he was defeated he would make no 
further resistance, but quit the revolt. 


Americans Sufter from Heat. 
Manila, March 29.—The heat was intense. 


Being 90 degrees on the coast and fully 100 , 


degrees in the interior, it made the Amer- 
icans suffer a great deal. In spite of the 
heat, however, every man was eager to 
proceed towards the enemy. 

A detachment of 96 Filipino prisoners was 
escorted into Manila Tuesday. Their ap- 
pearance aroused great interest as they 
were marched from the railroad depot to 
the prison. 

The rebels have unloaded about 500 men 
from a train, half a mile in front of Gen. 
MacArthur’s forces, with the object of re- 
enforcing the Filipino garrisons at Bulacan 
and Guiguinto, on either side of the railroad 
leading to Malolos. : 

The fact that the railroad is in operation 
from here to our front facilitates the trans- 
portation of supplies to the troops. Before 
the break in the road was repaired the 
transportation of supplies was very uncer- 
tain. 

All is quiet in front of the lines of Gens. 
Ovenshine and Hall. 

A battalion of the California regiment 
which has been landed at Enrique, Island 
of Negros, has been received with every 
manifestation of joy on the part of the na- 
tives. 

The command of the island of Negros has 
been formally transferred from Gen. Miller 
to Col. Van Volzat, of the Eighteenth in- 
fantry. 

Spanish Steamer Captured. 


Manila, March 29. — The United States 
gunboat Yorktown has arrived here with 
the Spanish steamer Mundara owned by 
the Mendezona company, of this place. 
The steamer was captured, after a stiff 
chase, in the Gulf of Lingayen, 245 miles 
north. When she was first sighted, the 
Mundara was entering the gulf; but she 
headed seaward. The Yorktown fired two 
shots before the steamer was overhauled. 


RESTS HIS MEN. 


Gen. McArthur Preparing for the 


Final Blow at Malolos, 


Washington, March 29.—There was a lul) 
Tuesday in the reports from the scene of 
action north of Manila, which for a time 
was rather mystifying to the war depart- 
ment authorities. Only one dispatch from 
Gen. Otis was received during the day deal- 
ing with the situation at the front, and this 
related to Monday afternoon. It was not 
until late in the day that a dispatch was re- 
ceived telling that the American forces 
were resting beyond Mariloa, that Gen. 

tis’ silence on Tuesday’s movements was 
explained. After the arduous work of a 
three-day’s fight under a fierce tropical 
sun, through rice swamps and jungles, it 
was expected by the authorities here that 
MacArthur would conserve the energies 
of his men by a halt long enough to rest 
and take supplies before the final blow 
against Malolos, the insurgent capital. The 
supply trains are well up with the troops, 
according to Otis’ report, so that the rest 
permits full supplies of ammunition and 
food to be distributed.

DEATH SHIP ARRIVES. 


Transport Crook, with Bodies of 671 
Soldier Dead from Cuba and Porto 
Rico Reaches New York. 


New York, March 29.—The United 
States transport Crook arrived here 


Tuesday night, having on board the 


bodies of the soldiers who died during 
the campaign in Porto Rico and the 
bodies of 671 of the soldier dead from 
Santiago. She will remain in the bay 
all night. According to the quarter- 
master’s department the Crook wil 
weigh anchor this morning and go at 
once to the army pier at the foot of 
Pacific street, Brooklyn, where she wil) 
arrive at ten a.m. The work of taking 
the bodies off will be begun at once. 
The army officials are of the opinion 
that the last body will not be lifted from 
the boat until Friday. Great care will 
be taken that there shall be no mixing 
of the caskets, thus making the identity 
of the deceased doubtful. Each body 
was positively identified by sealing the 
metallic caskets at the cemetery and 
the department is sure that there will 
be no cases of mistaken identity. As 
each body is checked off it will be 
turned over to the express company for 
Shipment, if not going to Arlington. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad company 
has promised the war department ta 
send to the government pier this morn- 
ing a float containing five cars, and as 
the bodies going to Arlington are laid on 
the pier they will be carried to the cars. 
Col. Kimball said that about half of the 
bodies would be buried in Arlington 
cemetery. Bodies that are claimed by 
the relatives will be expressed to des- 
tinations at the expense of the war de- 
partment. When all the bodies in- 
tended for Arlington have been placed 
on the float, the cars will be started for 
Washington. There will go to Wash- 
ington on the train as a guard of honor 
a detail of eight privates under the com: 
mand of two noncommissioned officers 
from the Thirteenth United States in- 
fantry.

Regiment In the Phillipine Fight. 
—Extracts from an Interesting Let- 
ter. gee 


From far away Manila, when bullets 
flew thickest on the firing line, a former 
Ann Arbor boy writes to his friends in 
this city, safe from those dangers sur- 
rounding the troops who are carrying 
civilization to the islands devastated 
by Spanish misrule and cruelty. 

The letter, aside from the local inter- 
est of the writer, is extremely interest- 
ing, as it giives a most careful and ac- 
curate description of the conditions con- 
fronting the soldiers in the Philippines 
Writ- 


at the front of the battle line of the 
American troops, it is vivid and stirring. 
Then, too, it shows clearly that the sol- 
dier’s thoughts are ever with the loved 
ones at home whom: he may never see 
again. The letter follows: l 


In the trenches before Cacoolan on the 
firing line. 

Dear Ones at Home—We are having 
lots of fun shooting niggers. The grand 
bail started rolling on the 5th. We are 
within a mile of Cacoolan. I have been 
in the trenches since day before yes- 
terday without sleep, but thank the 
Lord with plenty to eat. My company 
was in the reserve until the morning of 
the 7th, when we were put on the firing 
line. I was put out about 300 yards on 
picket behind a bunch of broken bam- 
boos. I had been there but a few mo- 
ments when a shell burst within a few 
feet of me. There is a lot of firing going 
on now over ‘to our left. About this 
time I proceeded to have some fun. I 
set my sight for 300 yards and cui loose 
with my Betsey (my rifle). There was 
a fellow who had been firing at me and 
I shot in his direction. I don’t know 
whether I got him or not, but he stopped 
firing. In about five minutes I had to 
retire to the trenches, and there for 15 
or 20 minutes you could not hear your- 
self think. Bullets spat about you like 
hail, and we fired volley after volley 
info the woods where the insurgents 
were. 

To our left the 20th Kansas and two 
pieces of the Utah battery and further 
to the left are 800 marines from Denvey’s 
fleet with four machine guns and Krag- 
Jorgensens. To our right is the 3d ar- 
tiliery with field rifles. To the rear of 
the artillery are four pieces of heavy 
artillery and two light field pieces. 

There was a continueal stream of fire 
all along the line last night. Abort 2 
p. m. the insurgents charged our lines 
but we gave them so warm a reception 
that they retreated. 

We have only lost 15 or 20 men while 
the insurgent losses are reported to 
have -amounted to between 7,900 and 
8,000. The total American loss so far 
in the campaign is about 60 killed and 
250 wounded. 

For the last few days we have been 
‘moved forward and then back to for- 
mer positions and each day at nightfall 
we are tired and sleep despite the angry 
humming of the insurgent bullets fired 
almost continuously into our lines. ° 

Today one of our boys was shot in the 
hip and one of the Kansas regiment was 
killed.

DEADLY MOSQUITO. 


Dr. Dock Says They Carry the Germs 
of Disease From One Person 
to Another. 

Monday evening~Dr. Dock delivered 
the third of his series-of lectures on 
malaria, The lecturer considered sev- 
eral of the various theories which have 
been advanced to account for the spread 
of malaria, and more particularly the 
role which the mosquito is now believed 
by many to play in this regard. Varicus 
observations which have been made by 
scientific men in recent years tend to 
show that this is, at least, one very 
plausible means of infection. It has 
been demonstrated to be a fact, in one 
particular instance, by some Italian ob- 
servers. It has been shown that the 
mosquito, when it sucks the blcod of 
a malarial patient, also takes with it 


-the parasites which are found circulat- 
ing there. The parasites are either con- 


veyed to the larvae or undergo a series 


of changes in the body of the insect | 


and eventually are found in the insect’s 
poison sac. From. here it is very prob- 
able that they are traneplanted to the 
blood of the individual who is later bit- 
ten by the insect. 

It has been shown that only certain 
forms of mosquitos are apt to spread 
the infection. This theory would in a 
measure explain some of the apparent 
contradictions whilch have been ob- 
served in the etiology of the disease. It 
may possibly explain why the disease 
is not found in high altitudes, and the 


fact that while it seems to be spread by 


ithe wind, yet its spread is never a very 
ex'tensiive one.

The University will be 
the first to take up tne experimental 
side and develop this strange and in- 
tensely interesting product.

Fear of a Clash Over Samoan Sit- 
uation Is Removed. 


GERMANY AND UNITED STATES AGREE 


An Adjustment of the Perplexing 
Question Satisfactory to Both 
Countries Has Been 
Reached. 


Berlin, March 29. — The correspond- 
ent here of the press has obtained on 
the highest authority at this capitalthe 
following explanation of a feature of 
the Samoan question which has lately 
arisen. On the report that the Amer- 
ican government had cabled to its ad- 
miral at Samoa to act in accordance 
with the decision of two of the repre- 
sentatives of the powers, the German 
government made earnest representa- 
tion to the American ambassador here, 
Andrew White, that the Berlin treaty 
requires the concurrence of the three 


powers and called attention to the dan- | 


gers which were sure to arise if there 
was anything like a violation of the 
treaty. The American government 
made a frank and conciliatory answer 
which has caused much satisfaction 
here. It recognized the necessity for 
unanimity upon the part of all three 
powers under the treaty as a condition 
of any settled policy or permanent ac- 
tion and declared the admiral was only 
authorized to act in agreement with a 
majority of the representatives of the 
powers in a case of emergency which 
absolutely does not admit of delay. 
But, in such a case, the ratification or 
adjustment by the unanimous vote of 
the powers must be sought at the first 
possible moment, and no permanent ar- 
rangement can be made without such 
unanimity. 

The American government, it is add- 
ed, cabled to its representatives in Sa- 
moa to pursue the most friendly and 
conciliatory policy towards the Ger- 
man representatives and German in- 


terests, carefully avoiding everything 


likely to be misconstrued or to crate 
ill-will. In consequence of the stories 
regarding Mataafa having sanctioned 
sectarian tyranny, the German govern- 
ment assured. Mr, White that all its in- 
fluence would be exerted against inter- 
ference with the religion of any sect. 
Confirmed in Washington, 

Washington, March 29.—The facts 
stated in the dispatch from Berlin are 
confirmed here. Its effect will be to 
allay any fears that may have been felt 
that a diplomatic rupture with Ger- 
many over the Samoan question was 
possible. It is probable that an effort 
will now be made by the three govern- 
ments to bring about a settlement of 
the matters in dispute. Meanwhile if 
any emergency should arise calling for 
immediate decision, Admiral Kautz will 


‘Support the majority of the govern- 


ments represented. His orders are in- 
tended to cover cases where one of the 
representatives of the different govern- 
ments refuses to consent to what a ma- 
jority favors where immediate action is 
imperative,

In the trenches before Cacoolan on the 
firing line. 

Dear Ones at Home—We are having 
lots of fun shooting niggers. The grand 
ball started rolling on the 5th. We are 
within a mile of Cacoolan. I have been: 
in the trenches since day before yes- 
terday without sleep, but thank the 
Lord ‘with plenty to eat. My company 
was in the reserve until the morning of 
the 7th, when we were put on the firing 
line. I was put out about 300 yards on 
picket behind a bunch of broken bam- 
boos. I had been there ‘but a few mo- 
ments when a shell burst within a few 
feet of me. There is a lot of firing going 
on now over ‘to our left. About this 
time I proceeded to have some fun. I 
set my sight for 300 yards and cut loose 
with my Betsey (my rifle). There was 
a fellow who had been. firing at me and 
I shot in his direction. I don’t know 
whether I got him or not, but he stopped 
firing. In about five minu'ttes I had to 
retire to the trenches, and there for 15 
or 20 minutes you could not hear your- 
self think. Bullets spat about you like 
hail, and we fired volley after volley 
into the woods where the insurgents 
were. 

To our left the 20th Kansas and two 
pieces of the Utah battery and further 
to the left are 800 marines from Dewey’s 
fleet with four machine guns and Krag- 
Jorgensens. To our right is the 3d ar- 
tiliery with field rifles. To the rear of 
the artillery are four pieces of heavy 
artillery and two light field pieces. 

There was a continueal stream of fire 
all along the line last night. Abort 2 
p. m. the insurgents charged our lines 
but we gave them so warm, 4 reception 
thait they retreated. 

We have only lost 15 or 20 men while 
the insurgent losses are reported to 
have - amounted to between 7,900 and 
8,000. The total American loss so far 
in the campaign is about 60 killed and 
250 wounded, i 

For the last few days we have been 
moved forward and then back to for- 
mer positions and each day at nightfall 
we are tired and sleep despite the angry 
humming of the insurgent bullets fired 
almost continuiously into our lines. è 

Today one of our boys was shot ini the 
hip anid one of the Kansas regiment was 
killed.

DEADLY MOSQUITO, 


Dr. Dock Says They Carry the Germs 
of Disease From One Person 
to Another, 

Monday evening~Dr. Dock delivered 
the third of his series-of lectures on 
malaria, The lecturer considered sev- 
eral of the various theories which have 
been advanced to account for the spread 
of malaria, and more pa rticularly the 
role which the mosquito is now believed 
by many ‘to play in this regard. Varicus 
observations which have been made by 
scientific men in recent years tend to 
show that thiis is, at least, one very 
plausible means of infection. It has 
been demonstrated to be a fact, in one 
particular instance, by some Italian ob- 
servers. It has been shown that the 
mosquito, when it sucks the blood of 
a malarial patient, also takes with it 
the parasites which are found circula't- 
ing there. The parasites are either con- 
veyed to the larvae or undergo a series

of changes in the body of the. insect 


and eventually are found in the insect’s 
poison sac. From. here it is very prob- 
able that they are traneplanited to the 
blood of the individual who is later bit- 
ten by the insect. 

It has been shown that only certain 
forms of mosquitos are apt to spread 
the infection. This theory would in a 
measure explain some of the apparent 
contradictions which have ‘been ob- 
served in the etiology of the disease. It 
may possibly explain why the disease 
is not found in high altitudes, and the 
fact that while it seems to he spread by 
ithe wind, yet its spread is never a very 
ex'tensiive one.

Washington, March 29, — Capt. 
George B. Davis, commissary of subsis- 
tence, was the first. witness to appear 
before the beef inquiry court Tuesday.
